133. (Previously Presented) A composition comprising the peptide of claim 1 14, 
wherein the peptide is coated onto the surface of a nanoparticle or microparticle, absorbed 
onto the surface of a nanoparticle or microparticle, or covalently bonded to the surface of a 
nanoparticle or microparticle. 

134. (Previously Presented) A nanoparticle or microparticle formed from the peptide 
of claim 114.
